Ruth Gornek, 15 years old, was 
found strangled and beaten to 
death early today in woods near 
Heman Park, University City. The 
skirt of her play suit was knotted 
about her neck and her face was 
badly bruised. 

She had been missing since 4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon when 
she left the swimming pool in He- 
man Park for her home, 740 West- 
gate avenue, University City. She 
was last seen by her friend and 
classmate, Phyllis Pastel, 930 East- 
gate avenue, with whom she had 
been swimming. 

The body was found by her 
brother, Gus Gornek, after an all- 
night search by members of her 
family, friends and police. It was 
in a shallow ravine, on property of 
the Public Service Co., about 500 
feet west of Pennsylvania avenue 
and .700 feet south of Olive boule- 
vard.

President Roosevelt put his signa- 
ture today to a supplemental de- 
fense bill giving the War and Navy 
Departments $1,479,777,147 in cash 
appropriations and authcrity v0 
make additional contracts totaling 
$289,136,761. 

The final thus provided—$1,768,- 
913,908—was about equally divided 
between the two departments and 
was in addition to regular appro- 
priations of $2,800,000,000 voted by 
Congress for the army and navy in 
the coming fiscal year. 

The navy’s share of the supple- 
mental fund was earmarked for: 

Beginning of construction on 22 
new warships and faster construc- 
tion of more than 100 more; altera- 
tions to existing vessels, production 
of 400 new quadruple mounts and 
1.l-inch anti-aircraft guns; emer- 
gency stocks of critical and reserve 
materials; housing and ammunition 
storage facilities, aviation and ship- 
building facilities and recommis- 
sioning of laid-up status. 

What the Army Gets. 

The army is empowered by the 
bill to: 

Build thousands of new planes, 
purchase new equipment, construct 
anti-aircraft batteries, buy land and 
expand seacoast defenses. 

Also provided was a $32,000,000 
fund to permit the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority to train an estimat- 
ed 45,000 persons in primary pilot- 
‘ing courses and part of that num- 
liber in secondary instruction 
| The President recommended al- 
most all of these appropriations in

HE General Coal Trade Committee is 
requesting a public hearing before the 
St. Louis Board of Education in regard to 
its proposed purchase of 16,000 tons of 
6x0 smokeless coal. 

It is stated this will cost an addi- 
tional $60,000 per year. The public schools 
have all been surveyed for stokers and 
they all can be equipped very easily. 

Several large stoker companies advise 
that they will furnish stokers for the en- 
tire group of schools and take their pay 
entirely out of savings between the cost 
of Illinois stoker coal and the proposed 
smokeless coal, So, in reality, the - me- 
chanical equipment will not cost the 
School Board a cent and will effect great 
savings for it. 

The Mayor and various other civic of- 
ficials have assured the Illinois coal in- 
terests that they desire to co-operate with 
Illinois and to put through the present 
smoke proxram with the minimum hard- 
ship to Llinois interests. 

Here is a chance for them to show that 
they mean business and they can do so 
at great savings to the city.

Rubber Boats, Transport 
Planes. 


Among the new “weapons” em- 

ed by the Nazis in Holland, 1 
gould cal] attenti@n to the collapsi- 
ble boats and ferryboets—made of 
mbber and canvas—with which 
they crossed the inundated areas. 
These large, rubber-wood ferry- 
poats were strong enough to trans-| 

guns and other war materials, 
while in the smaller rubber boats 
eight soldiers could row across the 
water-covered areas while machine 
ahead were dealing with the 
Dutch forces on the opposite shore. 

Holland also served as a training 
ground for troop transport planes, 
though on one occasion the biggest 
endeavor was a complete failure. 
When a fleet of troop transport 
Junkers attempted to land, not far 
from Rotterdam in an open field, 
out of about 48 planes only one 
managed to reach the ground safely. 
The others were either shot down 
or wrecked on the soft ground. 
These planes tried to land about 
1000 men. Troop transport landing 
attempts also failed in the vicinity 
of The Hague, but they were more 
successful near Antwerp in Bel- 
gium.

Aside from any real disease pro- 
cess which causes malnutrition and 
which we discussed recently, the 
factors which condition nutrition 
are physical environment, psycho- 
logical environment, food,. individ- 
ual requirements, appetite and utili- 
zation of food. The physical envir- 
onment, which depends upon the 
economic state, the geography, the 
amount of fresh air, housing con- 
ditions, exercise and adequate rest 
period, needs no comment. 


Nor does the psychological en- 
vironment. We all know people 
who worry themselves thin. Under 
individual requirements we also 
know people who need more sleep, 
more exercise or more laughter 
than their neighbors. 


We are principally interested in 
this study in the question of food. 
. Most important in this are the fac- 
tors which have to do with appe- 
tite. Some people are chronically 
indifferent to food -or even have 
chronic slight nausea. Sore mouth, 
infected mouth, imperfections and 
absence of teeth, all have important 
bearings on the weight of the indi- 
vidual. I told a story not long ago

The first 
delegate to get ‘bingo’ could pre- 
sent the nomination to the candi- 
date of his choice.”

Noting Passes 
By Opponents 
Is Important

SHOULD like to ask what will 
| appear to be a pointless, even 

frivolous question, but which, I 
assure my readers, has a tremen- 
dous bearing on the play of a hand. 
It is merely this: “Do you, dear 
reader, when you start to play a 
hand as declarer, keep in mind 
who it was that dealt? Of caurse 
I might ask whether you keep the 
bidding in mind, but that would 
not be so specific. My point is 
that you may remember the bids 
made by the opponents—but do 
you remember their passes? In 
other words, are you like the de- 
clarer in the following deal?

West opened the heart king and 
followed up with the ace. Declarer 
ruffed and, noting the desirability 
of leading toward his own trump 
combination, overtook the diamond 
jack with the king and then let the 
spade nine ride through East, who 
naturally enough did not put up his 
spade ace. West won with the 
queen and promptly shifted to a 
club. Now it did not matter wheth- 
‘er or not declarer tried the club 
finesse—he was doomed to lose 
the club king and the trump ace, in 
addition to the two tricks already 
conceded. 

The loss of this. game contract 
was attributable to just one thing— 
declarer forgot that West had 
passed originally. If he had re- 
membered that highly significant 
fact he would not have permitted 
West to get on lead with the spade 
queen for the dangerous shift to 
clubs. West, on his opening lead, 
had disclosed the ace and king of 
hearts, probably backed up with 
several low hearts. If he had held 
the spade ace also, or even the club 
king, he almost certainly would 
have opened the bidding. The spade 
ace then at least was marked in 
East’s hands. East could not at- 
tack clubs, hence declarer’s sole 
consideration should have been 


to lose the first trump trick to 
East. The best, safest, and sim- 
plest procedure, after ruffing the 


second heart lead, was to lay down 


the spade king, without troubling 
to enter the dummy. Obviously, 
East could do no better than re- 


turn a heart, which declarer would 
ruff. Another trump lead would be 
lost to West, who would shift to 
clubs. But now the finesse could be 
blithely refused, since declarer’s 
losing club could easily be parked 
on dummy’s fotrth diamond.
